Not a Great Surprise. 

After the appointment of Speaker Crisp, 
no selection which the governor could have 
made could have given more general satis- 
|. faction than that of Coloné@l Walsh. It was 
a very great surprise to those who were on 
the inside, for it was known all the time 
that the governor had inclined strongly to 
his friend—the man whom he admires as 
much as he does any other man in the 
world. It became apparent that where the 
governor did not himself make any point on 
either of the gentlemen from Atlanta who 
had been suggested, it was not at all proba- 
ble that he would name anybody from this 
| city. Saturday night the prophets said. that 
it lay between Colonel Walsh and Major 
Bacon; and it did seem as if the question 
had narrowed itself down to those gentle- 
f men.' The Bacon men were very hopeful, 
but as soon as the announcement of the 
, Zovernor’s decision was received by them 
. they promptly endorsed it and telegraphed 
- Colonel Walsh their hearty congratulations. 
' The Governur Not a Candidate. 

The governor coupled the. announcement 
of his decision with a turther announce- 

, ment that he would not, under any cir- 
q cumstances, be a candidate for the senator- 
ship for the long teri. 

“I desire,”’ said he, “again to state as 
strongly as I Know how, that I am in no 
sense a candidate for the senatorship. I 
repeat the announcement,” said he, ‘“‘be- 
cause since Speaker Crisp declined to ac- 

eept, I have nad a large number of friends 
throughout the state urge me to withdraw 

what I had said and leave the matter of 

my possible candidacy in their hands, I 

am, however, positive in my decision and I 

hope you will put it for me just as strong- 

ly as I am putting it to you now.” 

Then the governor spoke in most en- 
thusiastic terms of Colonel Walsh. 

“He is one of the grandest men I have 
ever Known, big and brainy and capabie in 
every way; a@ man with a strong grasp on 
the questions of the day and a man with 
the biggest heart in the world. He is the 
most unselfish man I have ever known. 
Just as an instance of his character, let me 
tell you of a cail he paid me a few days 
ago. The senatorship is a position to which 
any man might aspire and as soon as the 
Vacancy occurred, many of his friends had 
urged Colone: Waish’s appointment. He 
knew that, and he knew that I loved him 
devotedly, and that here was nis opportuni- 
ty—a vacancy, with his friend holding the 
power of appointment. And yet in the face 
of all those facts, he came to me and said: 
‘Governor, I know some of my friends have 
been kind enough to suggest my name to 
you in connection with this high office, but 
J want you to eliminate that absolutely 
from your mind for I am in no sense a can- 
didate. I have come to you in the inter- 
est of my friend, Major Cumming, a man 
whom I know is in every way worthy of 
the high office, and I want you to appoint 
him.’ That,” continued the governor, 
“shows the character of the man, He has 
spent his life in working for his friends, 

"> and it gives me more pleasure than I can 
ah ‘say, to be ‘able to honor him.” 
Everyhedy Was Pleased. 

The news of the appointment spread rapid- 
ly. The friends of other gentlemen who 
has been named, though disappointed 
at the failure of their man to be 
gelected, gave their hearty endorsement to 

the appointment. Hundreds of telegrams 
= congratulations weré sent to Colonel 
7 and many people called on the gov- 

pr in person to thank him and congratu- 
a for his decision. Everybody at the 
oj heartily epereves the gnc eho - 
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cision and he received many telegrams from 
all parts of Georgia on the same line. 

The formal appointment, or rather the 
formal announcement, was made in this 
telegram: 

“Atlanta, Ga., April 2, 1894.—Hon. Patrick 
Walsh, Augusta, Ga.: I have appointed you 
to fill the vacancy in the United States 
Senate, caused by the death of Hon. Alfred 
H. Colquitt. Send a messenger to the capi- 
tal tomorrow to receive your commission. 

“W. J. NORTHEN, Governor.” 

Some hours later the governor received 
the following from Colonei Walsh: 

“His Excellency, Governor W. J. Nor- 
then, Atlanta, Ga.: I have the honor to 
acknowledge the receipt of your dispatch 
appointing me to fill the vacancy in the 
United States senate. caused by the death 
of Hon. Alfred H. Colquitt. I accept the 
appo.ntment as the highest honor that can 
be conferred upon me. I appreciate the re- 
sponsibility that the trust imposes, and will 
endeavor, by a faithful discharge of duty, 
to merit your confidence and the approval 
of my fellow citizens of Georgia. Every 
measure of reform pledged by the national 
democratic party will receive my cordial 
support. * PATRICK WALSH. 

A Sketch of Colonel Walsh’s Life. 

Patrick Walsh was born in Limerick, Ire- 
land, January 1, 1840. His father and family 
came to America and settled in Charleston 
in 1848. He became an apprentice in The 
Charleston News office at thirteen, and at 


eighteen became a journeyman printer. He

In 1859 he went to Georgetown college, 
but returned home when South Carolina 
seceded from the union and enlisted in the 
Meagher Guard, attached to the First regi- 
ment of Carolina rifle militia, doing duty on 
Sullivan’s island.

1863 he became city editor. In 1866 southern 
agent of the New York Associated Press. 
In 1867 business manager of The Augusta 
Chronicle, and in 1873 in partnership with 
Mr. H. Gregg Wright bought the paper. 
In 1877 The Constitutionalist was consoli- 
dated with The Chronicle. 

Mr. Walsh is now president and proprietor 
of The Chronicle, which is the oldest and 
one of the most substantial newspapers in 
the south. He has served in the legislature 
and several times has been a delegate to 
state and national conventions and served 
on national democratic executive commit- 
tees. He and Captain E. P. Howell were 
among the few southern men who went to 
the Chicago convention in 1884 as Cleveland 
men. He was commissioner at large of 
the world’s fair. 

He is a vigorous writer and an earnest, 
forceful speaker. He is an enthusiastic ad- 
vocate of the material development of the 
country and his recent order as general

Columbia,’ 8. C., April 2.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Tillman sends this dispatch to the 
editor of The Constitution: 

“Columbia, 8S. C., April 2, 1894.—Editor 
Constitution, Atlanta, Ga. I - have 
no time for any lengthy story now. My 
side of the situation is that of the execu- 
tive of a> state upholding the laws and 
suppressing disorder. This I have done in 
spite of the disgraceful conduct of a part 
of the militia. Everything is now quiet. 

“b. R. TILLMAN, Governor.” 
People Against Oligarchy. 

Turning to The.Constitution representa- 
tive, the governor continued: ‘“‘There has 
not been such excitement and indignation 
since 1876, when the news was flashed over 
the state that the United States troops had

The Senator States His Views on the 
Party Pledges. 

Augusta, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—The de-

the kind ever seen in Augusta. The theater 
was crowded with ladies and gentlemen, 
and on the stage were seated 100 prominent 
citizens.

A band 
headed the p. cession. 

Hon. Boyrin Wright presided over the 
meeting. Spe2thes were made by Major 
Joseph B. Cumming,Hon,. George T. Barnes, 
Hon. Charles A. Robbe and Hon. M. P. 
Carroll. They all complimented Senator 
Walsh and offered congratulations which 
were extended to Governor Northen for his 
wise selection. Senator Walsh addressed 
the audience, expressing profound thanks 
for his manifestation of the endorsement of 
his appointment. He said: 

“In accepting this high trust from the 
governor of this state I can honestly p.«dge 
aevotion of my best energies to a faithful, 
intelligent and patriotic discharge of the 
high duties that will devolve upon me as 
senator.

about 250 soldiers, most of whom are volun- 
teers. It is not probable that Governor 
Tillman will order out any more troops. 
This morning he received telegrams from 
Captain R. C. Ward, of the Georgetown 
company, offering that company’s services, 
and Captain J. B. Floyd, of Lamars, Darl- 
ington county, also wired, offering the ser- 
vices of the Ben Ryan Tillman Guards. The 
governor is declining all offers of troops 
now. 

This morning Constable Holloway, who 
has been missing since the trouble at Darl- 
ington, turned up in this city. This leaves 
four more constables still missing. This 
afternoon news was received here that 
Chief Constable Gaillard had boarded the 
Coast Line train at Holliston, near Lanes, 
and was safe. It was also announced that 
Swan and others of the missing constables 
had boarded the train at Brogden, near 


Sumter. 

A well-known Columbia minister who has 
been at Darlington ever since the first 
trouble reached here this morning. He de- 
tails some very interesting facts. He says 
tfat after McLendon was wounded on Fri- 
day evening a crowd was organized to go 
down and lynch him. One white man and 
one negro got a rope. It was only through 
the influence of Dr. Norment, the father of 
the Norment who was killed, that they 
were stopped. The minister referred to 
Says that the posses went out with no 
other determination than to catch the con- 
stables and punish them. He says that 
Floyd, one of the men in the row, was 
suspected of being a secret constable and 
came near being shot down by Ed Nor- 
ment, a brother of the dead man. Some 
one threw up his gun just in time to save 
Floyd's life. 

Intended to Lynch All. ~- 

The minister states that on Saturday 
when the funerals were held it became cur- 
rent that McLendon was to be lynched and 
the dispensary burned, He states that the 
mayor of the town went inside the dispen- 
sary and remained all night. The mayor 
had both the dispensary and the jail guard- 
ed. McLendon expected to be lynched. 

Concerning the disappearance of Con- 
stable Heape the clergyman says that he 
was wounded in the back and the hand. 
After standing his suffering as long as he 
could he knocked at the gate of the resi- 
dence of a man named Rogers and begged 
for something to eat and drink. Rogers 
told him the best thing he could do was to 
move on. Heape said he had no weapon 
and declared that he could go no further. 
Rogers finally told him to come in at his 
risk. Rogers then went to Darlington and 
consulted with the sheriff and 
Thompson, who advised that the wounded 
man be gotten out of town as quickly as 
possible. Dr. Linney and others went to 
Cap- 
tain Coker organized a posse to go and 
protect the man. When they left another 
party followed with the intention of lynch- 
ing him. Before either party got there 
Heape had gone into the woods and finally 
escaped to Charleston. 

Quiet on Sunday. 

The minister states that everything was 
quiet as could be in Darlington on Sunday, 
the people going te church in the morning. 
During the afternoon the newS was re- 
ceived that the troops were coming. The 
people then held a meeting and appointed 
a committee to consider the situation. 
Everybody was calm and cool and he says 
that any man could have gone through the 
town and arrested every man in it without 
anything but a walking stick for a weapon. 
He says that toward night there was a 
little excitement about the goming of the 
troops, as it was thought that they were 
coming to protect the men whom the Darl- 
ington people considered murderers of their 
fellow citizens. 

Concerning the arrival of the military the 
gentleman states that Captain Thompson 
marched his company down to the depot 
and took possession of ‘t, throwing out 
picket lines. The people were quiet and 
not demonstrative. At 9:45 og’clock the 
troops arrived and dismounted from the 
train without the _ slightest molestation.

his paper: .“We believe the military com 
panies in Columbia, Charleston and other 
towns are unworthy to be called soldiers, 
and the editor of The Greenville News is 
equally plain in expressions which misrep- 
resent the companies and the men who 
form thefr rank and file. , 
Had the Right to Resign. 

“It is well enough that it be understood 
that the Columbia companies knew f 
well that they were only volunteer troops 
in an organization from which they had 
a right at any time to withdraw if the 
rules, orders or commands of the organiza~ 
tion were distasteful to them.

been ordered to fire. The Columbia compa- 
nies take the position that they were vol- 
unteers in a volunteer organization, and as 
such they had the right to withdraw when- 
ever they pleased.

Judged tor Themselves. 

“They were called upon to do an umsol- 
dierly thing.

The Greenville companies and the Spartan- 
burg companies and others were emphatic 
and open in ineir declarations that they 
would go to Columbia, but by no means 
sure that they would go to Darlington, and 
that if they did they would not obey the or- 
der to ‘fire’ on their friends. What a sham 
battle, a sham obedience to orders that 
these soldiers should be judges of the pro- 
priety of the orders of the commander-in- 
chief and sole judges of whether or 
not they would obey those orders in full. 
We have far more respectful soldiers who 
came with the declaration that they were 
here at the order of the commander-in-chief 
and that as soldiers they knew no orders 
than those coming from the proper authori- 
ties, and would shoot all the way to Dar- 
lirgton. The stand taken by the companies 
refusing to obey the orders given represent 
men who had their convictions which 
prompted them to go to the city in trouble 
and would have obeyed to the final test.

A Defense of the Military. 

Captain John G. Capers, of Columbia, ex- 
plains the position and action of the com- 
panies refusing to obey the governor’s or- 
ders in the following interview: 

“The action of the military companies in 
the state in coming to Columbia in obedi- 
ence to the governor’s orders and the criti- 
cism and misrepresentation of those re- 
fusing to obey the order to assemble and go 
to Darlington, has made many of our peo.

for a statement of the position taken by the 
companies refusing to obey the orders, and 
certainly those in Columbia.

Soe ei Sale Wictinegcaainmpansice 
Ungentlemanly Taxes. 
According to The New York World, 
the latest argument against an income 

tax is that it is “not gentlemanly.” 

Very naturally this leads to several 
pertinent questions. Is it more ungen- 
tlemanly to investigate a citizen's in- 
come and tax it than it is to search his 
baggage when he returus from Europe? 
Is it any worse than our inquisitorial 
internal revenue system’ Is it more ob- 
jectionable than our present fashion of 
taxing a poor man on his consumption 
of food, fuel and clothing, while the 
rich bondholder enjoys a big untaxed 
Incolue ? 

The new argument may strike a pluto- 
erat very favorably, but plain people 
Will tuke no stock in it. The fact is, 
all the methods of our government are 
ungentlemanly. Etiquette has no place 
in the administration of our laws. Our 
governmental machine is as brutal as 
the car of Juggernaut. It runs over 
and crushes all who stand in its way. 

The sensitive bondholder who consid- 
ers it an insult to lw asked the amount 
of his income by a tax receiver should 
remember that in this country, from the 
cradle to the grave, people are asked 
all sorts of questions by our public 
officials. A man cannot go through a 
case in court, obtain a burial permit, se- 
cure ua license, be admitted to the bar, 
take his seat in the legislature, manu- 
facture whisky or tobacco or land at one 
of our ports without answering, gen- 
erally under oath, some very searching 
questions. 

It is utter nonsense to object to the 
income tax on the ground that it is in- 
quisitorial, or as Mr. Ward McAllister 
would say, ungentlemanly. The objec- 
tion applies with equal force to all our 
taxes and all the methods of our goy- 
ernment. : 

It may be a genilemanly thing to ex- 
empt a bondholder with an income of 
$100,000 a year from taxation, while his 
poor neighbor is taxed on his little cot- 
tage, but it is also an unjust and an 
infamous thing. 


Concerning the Militia. 

Our federal and state constitutions em- 
phasize the importance of maintaining 
the militia, and our people very generally 
believe that in times of internal disorder 
our citizen soldiers may be relied on to 
preserve the peace. 

As a rule, the popular confidence in 
the militia is well founded, but recent 
developments in South Carolina will set 
people to thinking. In that state company 
after company of citizen soldiers dis- 
banded, rather than obey the orders of 
the governor to proceed to Darlington 
to suppress an alleged insurrection. In 
plain English, the militia set themselves 
up as judges of the law and the facts of 
the case, utterly ignoring their gov- 
ernor and commander-in-chief, who, un- 
der the constitution, was the only one au- 
thorized to decide the question and take 
action. 

It must be admitted that these citizen 
soldiers had great provocation. They 
sympathized with the people of Dar- 
lington in their resistance to the dispen- 
sary spies, but this fact has nothing to 
do with the principle involved. If the 
militia of one state may disobey orders 
and disband because they have taken 
sides with the people or with a faction, 
it may be that the day will come when 
in a period of general disorder and tur- 
bulanee the militia of the majority of 
the states will refuse to stand by the 
constituted authoyvities. Im sueh an 
emergency the federal army will not be 
strong enough to cover a large territory 
and maintain law and order.

The South Carolina soldiers were con- | 


ple who were defending their hemes 
against spies. But how far will this in- 
subordination extend in future? If the 
militia may act as the final judges of 
ohe question, why not of another? 

Viewed from any standpoint, it is im- 
possible to disguise the fact that our 
militia system is not training up 
soldiers. The officers and privates 
cannot forget that they are citi- 
and when it suits them 
they throw discipline to the winds, and 
stand arrayed with the classes they 
Were ordered to oppose and awe into 
submission. When the pinch comes, if it 
ever comes, what will the militia be 
worth? 

We are not condemning the fnsubor- 
dinate militia over the border. We are 
Simply discussing the matter from a 
military point of view. If our military 
system trains up soldiers who will obey 
orders only when its suits their pleasure, 
then the system is a failure, and we 
might as well depend upon sheriffs and 
their This’ view is worih con- 
sidering in the lighi of recent events. 
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A Democratic Inquiry. 

We printed yesterday Mr. Watterson’'s 
furiouns assault on the tariff bill now 
pending in the senate, and made some 
comments on it, but we did not touch on 
the curious omission which the editor of 
The Courier-Journal makes.

After that, it was an easy 
matter to attack the platform in any 
part, easy to invite the party to a whole- 
sale repudiation of doctrines and prom- 
ises. We have been for some time at a 
loss to know why it is right for demo- 
crats to carry out John Sherman’s finan- 
cial schemes and wrong to carry out his 
tariff jobbery. We have knocked at sev- 
eral doors trying to get information on 
this subject, but in every case the in- 
mates seem to be caught with their 
breeches off, for the only replies that 
are vouchsafed us are in the shape of 
some smothered and incoherent remarks 
about “international conference,” “par- 
itv’ and so forth. we 

The inquiry remains unanswered, and 
yet there is no reason why Mr. Watter- 
son should not seize an early opportu-

About the first acquaintance I made with 
his record as a public man, and the first ev- 
idence I had of the intensity of his loyalty, 
was when, as a high school student in At- 
lanta, I sat in the gallery of the old ego 
of representatives and witnessed his lead © 
the Colquitt forces in one of the most mem- 
orable conventions ever held by the demo 
cratic party in this state. It was in August, 
1880, and the memcry of that contest is still 
fresh in the minds of the people. Colquitt 
had served two terms as governor, and had 
gone before the people on & vindication is- 
sue for the third term, the constitutional 
limit of two terms prescribed by the con~ 
stitutional convention of 1877, not applying 
to Colquitt’s succession. The opposition to 
Colquitt had been unusually active since 
its failure to embarrass his administration 
by repeated attacks before the general as- 
se ubly which sat during his secend term, 

It was as the result of these attacks that 
Colquitt determined to go before the peo- 
ple for vindication, and that his enemies 
determined that the fight made before the 
legisisture should be transferred to the 
people. Long before the call for the state 
convention had been issued, it was manifest 
that a campaign of unusual bitterness ‘and 
intense severity was at hand. County after 
county electea delegates, and during the 
two months in which they were acting, the 
entire state was in a turmoil of profound 
confusion, the contest being fought step by 
step, and personal feeling and factional an- 
imosity being more pronounced than in any 
similar contest since the war. 

The convention assembled and on the first 
eall it appeared that, while Colquitt had de- 
cidedly a majority of the delegates, he did 
not have the necessary two-thirds which 
was then required for nomination. Patrick 
Walsh was the leader of the Colquitt forces. 
Day after day the convention contended. 
Instead of modifying under the pressure of 
the large majority against it, the minority 
grew more vigorous, and what it lacked 
in numerical strength it made up in the in- 
tensity of its denunciation. 

After several days of uneventful ballot- 
ing in which Colquitt received considerably 
more than two hundred votes, while the en- 
tire opposing field polled but little more than 
one hundred, Colonel Walsh made one of 
the most remarkable speeches of the con- 
vention in defense of Colquitt, and of the 
action of the majority in insisting that the 
minority give consideration to the voice of 
the people as expressed in their proportion- 
ate representation in the convention. He 
spoke about twenty minutes, and with the 
exception of frequent interruptions 
of tumultuous applause, the crowded hall 
listened to his eloquent address with the si- 
lence of death. He spoke with the spirit of 
a man whose every word demonstrated his 
sincerity. He was deeply in earnest, and 
the ringing tones of his rich Irish voice 
held spellbound friend.and foe alike. Not 
only was a majority of the convention ior 
Colquitt, but the galleries were overwhelm- 
ingly sympathetic, and when Walsh con- 
cluded the scene which greeted his climax 
was one such as was probably never before 
seen in that historic old hall. 

“We have come here,’’ said he, in his 
characteristic calm and measured manner,’’ 
to respect the voice of the people of Geor- 
gia, and we do not intend to depart from 
this city until we nave nominated Hon. 
Alfred H. Colquitt. We have come here to 
obey the behest of the govereign people of 
this state, and we are going’ to do it if it 
takes until Christmas. The summer’s sun 
now warms this historic roof, but before 
sacrificing the demands of the people, we 
will stay here until the snow covers it.’’ 
The house literally went wild—Walsh had 
caught it by storm. 


Then it was that I first became acquaint- 
ed with Tom Watson, who was one of the 
most active workers among the anti-Col- 
quitt forces. He is a youne looking man to- 
day, but he seemed a mere boy then. He 
was one of McDuffie’s deegates and his 
seat was almost in the middle of the house 
in a chair bordering on the center aisle. 
Walsh’s speech had a wonderful climacteric 
effect on the house. it looked as if Colquitt 
would sweep the convention by storm at the 
next ballot. The friends of the antis had 
no time for conference. The vast audience 
was demanding a vote. .uietly, and almost 
unobserved to the crowd which thronged 
the hall, this wiry little fellow arose and 
addressed the chairman, His voice was 
almost drowned in the @bbing enthusiasm 
which had greeted the conclusion of Mr. 
Walish’s speech. He made a second start— 

“Mr. Chairman!’’ 

This time he was somewhat more vigorous 
than at first, and there was sufficient snap 
about his expression to give his hearers to 
understand that he meant business, and 
that he had something .o say. He had no 
trouble after he began, and for the remaind- 
er of his speech he held the closest atten- 
tion of his hearers, and when, in conclusion, 
he mounted his chair and gave dramatic 
climax to his impassioned effort, it seemed 


that the audience had really forgotten for’ 


the moment that it was for Colquitt, and 
lost itself in the enthusiasm with which it 
greeted Watson’s defiance of what was 
clearly the overwhelming voice of the con- 
vention and the audience. 

In looking over some of the old records 
of that momentous day, I find both Wat- 
son’s and Walsh’s addresses, and it seems 
as if but .yesterday, instead of fourteen 
years ago, that the shrill and ringing voice 
of the former, then as earnest in his de- 
fense of democracy as he is its enemy today, 
whipped the vast audience into admiration 
in his close in these flery words:

He returned home that afternoon. A 
number of telegrams that had been sent 
to him were delivered at The Constitution 
office for him after He had left. I returned 
them to him in a letter that afternoon, and 
in doing so made casual reference to the 
almosk “ universal opinion that 
was being expreseed at the 
time, that the governor would appoint 
him if he would permit the use of his name. 
I told him that everybody seemed to be- 
lieve it, and that all that was necessary 
Was a word from him to permit his friends 
to put in active motion the ball which had 
voluntarily and intuitively started in his 
behalf. 

The following letter received from him 
the next morning explains itself and shows 
more than anything that can be said by 
way of comment the true character of the 
man, 

Its publication in view of its confidential 
nature will be pardoned in the light of 
recent developments: 

“Augusta, Ga.,.March 28, 1894.—Clark How- 
ell, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Clark: I am in 
receipt of your favor enclosing telegrams 
sent me while in Atlanta and which reached 
The Constitution office after my departure 
for home. I appreciate very much what 
you say in your letter in reference to the 
many kind things which have been said 
about me in connection with appointment 
to the senatgrial vacancy.

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Work on the New Ball Park Is Now 
Well Under Way. 


JUDGE LUMPKIN RENDERS HIS DECISION 


And Says That Baseball Is a National 
Game and Should Be Played. 
Other Sporting Newe. 


Judge Lumpkin has rendered his decision 
in the injunction against the ball park on 
Jackson street. 

And the judge says baseball is not a 
nuisance. 

That means that the Atlanta team of 
the Southern Association of Baseball 
Clubs will play ball on the prettiest base- 
ball park in the south. a 

There was a great throng in the court- 
room when Judge Lumpkin rendered his de- 
cision yesterday afternoon. Present there 
were the would-be ‘“injunctors’ and the 
friends of the game, all anxious to know the 
result. And when the result was made 
known.there was more joy thar sorrow in 
the courtroom. 

Within ten minutes after Judge Lumpkin 
gave his decision men were at work on 
the fence and grandstand, and the work 
went on until the hour of labor ceased 
yesterday afternoon. This morning the 
work will be renewed with a large force of 
hands, and within a week the grounds will 
be ready. 

Judge Lumpkin’s opinion was one of the 
most complete, interesting and concise pa- 
.pers the records of Fulton county will carry 
down to future generations. It was a model 
paper and was most entertaining to all who 
heard it. 

In a few days after it was decided that 
the ball park should be located on Jackson 
street a petition for an injunction was filed 
by W. P. Hill and others to stop the work 
to prevent the playing of the national game 


in that immediate vicinity. 

The petition alleged that the baseball 
park and the game were both going to bé 
nuisances; that life would be no longer a 
pleasure anywhere in the neighborhood; 
that the fans would keep the atmosphere 
vibrating with uncorked enthusiasm; that 
there would be other and divers attendant 
eyils in the shape of loaters, and hangers- 
on; that, in fact, the property owners, or 
some of them, did not care to have the ball 
park located so near their residences. 

A day was set for the hearing and speech- 
es were made on both sides. Messrs. N. J. 

T. A. Hammond represented @he base- 
ball contingent, while Messrs. W. P. and 
B. H. Hill argued for tne injunction. Judge 
Lumpkin impersonated the umpire, inas 
much as he was to be the arbitrator in 
equity of the occasion. The baseballists 
held that the game was not a nuisance, 
never was a nuisance and would not be a 
nuisance; that the building of the fence 
and the grandstand was not a nuisance ana 
not calculated to become a nuisance; that 
there might be certain parties to loaf about 
the outside, but that this could, and would 
be prevented by the proper police regula- 
tions; that baseball was a national game 
and was a form of mild amusement, such 
as an out-of-door theater. 

Judge Lumpkin took the matter under 
consideration and announced that he would 
give his decision at 3 o’clock on Monday af- 
ternoon, which he did. The decision of 
Judge Lumpkin was one that covered all 
the ground under argument and handled 
every phase of argument brought forward 
by the attornevs of both sides. 

In rendering his decision Judge Lumpkin 
reviewed the entire case, leaving untouched 
not a single point advanced in argument 
by either side. In ea word the decision was 
comprehensive, thorough and concise. In 
beginning his decision the judge stated that 
several parties had withdrawn their objec- 
tions. In the course of the decision he said 
that baseball was not a necessfty, but a 
game; that the mere buildin; of the fences 
and the grand stand was nct enough to cre- 
ate a nuisance and, in fact, was not caicu- 
lated to create one. Judge Lumpkin. said 
that it was true that there were certain 
loafers who lounged about the grounds; that 
they were persons of a depleted exchequer 
who were varred out of the ground by a 
coldhearted gatekeeper, and remained out- 
side for the purpose of receiving grapevine 
telegrams. 

‘cone@fusion, Judze Lwmpkin said that 
Atlanta had an able council which was 
thoroughly capable of dealing with these 
men if they should become a nuisance, and 
that there was a well-regulated police force 
which was well equipped to deal with such 
people. 

The injunction was therefore denied, and 
in less than fifteen minutes work had been 
recommenced on the ball nark.

“here being no court in this state on 
which jurisdiction to entertain suits for pen- 
alties 1s expressly conferred by the. consti- 
tution or by statute, and, with the excep- 
tion of equity cases, suits for divorce and 
cases involving titles to land, restricted ju- 
risdiction in civil cases being generally with 
reference to the amount in controversy, and 
this restriction being applied expressly to 
justices’ courts both in the constitution and 
the statutes, it follows that an act 
imposing a penalty of one hundred dollars 
upon telegraph companies for neglect of 
duty, and dectaring that the same “‘may be 
recovered by suit in a justice or other court 
having jurisdiction thereof,’ should be con- 
strued as intending to confer jurisdiction 
upon any court whatsoever whose jurisdic- 
tion in any class of actions against tele- 
graph companies would extend to suits for 
one hundred dollars. It is no argument 
against this construction and this inter- 
pretation of legislative intent that the at- 
tempi to invest justices’ courts with juris- 
diction was defeated by the constitutional 
provision which restricts the jurisdiction of 
these courts, in cases of tort, not only to 
one hundred dollars, but to injuries to per- 
sonal property, thus excluding penalties for 
the non-performance of a public duty. The 
case of Solomon v.Western Union Telegraph 
Company, decided March 27, 1893;(see Souih- 
eastern Rep., page 265) review and affirmed.

Miller vy. the state. Before Judge Bartiett. 

Bibb superior court. 

1. That a fellow prisoner in jail with the 
accused, who was charged with murder, 
asked him about the killing and ‘told him 
he better tell the truth, 
were goin’ to break somebody's neck,’’ did 
not, aS a matter of absolute law, render 
inadmissible confessions then and there 
made in the presence and hearing of the 
fellow prisoners only, the trial court ruling 
them prima facie competent and in its 
charge leaving the jury to determine 
whether they were in the fact made, and 
instructing them properly upon their effect 
and condition that they appeared to have 
been free and voluntary. 

2. After charging the jury substantially 
in the terms of the statutes as to the prison- 
er’s statement, there was no error, when 
charging the law of reasonable doubt or 
upon other principles of law applicable, to 
instruct the jury that they should try the 


case by the eyiaence, or in failing to charge, 


that they Should consider the prisoner’s 
statement along with the evidence. Vaughn 
Vv. the state 8&8 Ga. 731. In the case of Wash- 
ington vy. the state, &7 Ga. 32, where a rec- 
ommendation as to the practice in such 
cases was made, the facts were entirely dif- 
ferent from those of the case at bar. 

3. There was no error requiring a new 
trial in any of the charges complained of 
as to admissions,. confessions, corroboration 
of the same, reasonable doubt, the prison- 
er’s statement, and recent possession by the 
accused of goods which were in the posses- 
sion of the deceased at the time of the hom- 
icide; the evidence warranted the verdict, 
and this court will not overrule the dis- 
cretion of the trial judge in refusing to 
grant a new trial.

Mr. Sheehan was seen by a representative 
of The Constitution yesterday afternoon in 
regard to his purchase of the almanac. 

“I intend to keep up the high standard 
which the almanac has heretofore held and 
to make it even’ more popular, if such a 
thing is possible, with the farmers of the 
country. As far back as I can recollect 
Grier’s almanac has béen the favorite in 
this section. I have known farmers, at a 
time when the almanacs were scarce, to 
bay as high as 50 cents and $1 rather than 
be without an issue of the almanac during 
the year. I intend to see that the high 
prestige of the almanac is maintained.”

Mr. Sheehan has resided in Atlanta since 
his birth and is a product of the public 
school system of this city. He yvraduated 
with distinction from the Boy’s High school 
in 1883 and since that time has rapidly 
forced his way to tne front as a young 
business man. 

For two or three years Mr. Sheehan was 
‘connected with the firm of A. C. Wyly & 
Co. prior te the dissolution of that house. 


.For the last eight years he has been con- 


nected with the drug establishment of Mr. 
John B. Daniel and is now the credit. man 
of that establishment, which is one of the 
largest in the south. 

Size of the Last Edition,
